briet on which the otver aets. Under no eir-
cUmMELATCOs can an attorney, howaver woll qun-
lifled by knowledge, experience, intellool, and
esharacter, aspire 10 n sent on the judicial
bemeb,  That privilego is reserved for the bar-
rister,

To be admitted to thie Trish bar, all that @ man
need do 16 1o enter his name ot King's Tun, Dab-
lin (n eort of [l!L‘llllB-lBiIﬂl seminary, where
nothing Is taught); pay o fine of alx hundred
dollare; ent migwnice dmuners during each legal
term with his fellow-students in the Old Hall;
at the ead of two years eat an equal number ol
term-dinners in the halls of one of the four lnng
of Court in London, and then, without nny ox-
amination, or any other teet of his= capnoity or
acquirements, present himeell to the benches of
the King's Inn, in Dublin, who admit him forth-
with te the dignity of utter, or onter barrister-
at-law, whbich entitles him to be spoken of us
“ithe learned gentlemaon” for the rest of his life,
That he has eaten forty-elght dinners at n legal
ordinary in four years is nll that he need show,
This lnfrv-uml—!ur practice 19 enlled “keeping
hie terme” O! course, a great wany embryo
barristers actually employ these four years in
the study of the faw, bul they need not lake
that trouble, unless they desire to aucceed at
the bar,

The attorney, on the other haud, must pay an
apprentice fee to the master who undertakes to
teach him the practice of the law, and has also
to pay a heavy stamp duty (seven hundred dol-
lars) on the indenture by which he Is “articled.”
At the end of tive years he has to present bhim-
self betore a board of examiners, with his oluim
to be adwmitted to status of attorney-at-law. The
examination, which lasts fug several days, Is
strict and searching, Many candidates il to
pass it, and are sent back for six or twelve
monihe, If admitted, the youneg attorney has
1o pay anotber seven hundred dollars tor the
stamp on his eertitieate, and an annual sum of
from fiity Lo one hundred dollars for license lo
practice, The bmirister may become Queen's
Coursel, Sergennt-pl-Law. Attorney-Gencral,
Solicitor-General, orJJudge; but once an attorney,
almost nlways un attorney. 10 he aspire to be-
come n barrister he must cease to practice as an
attorney for two years belore he 18 permitied to
commence “enting his terms” for three years,
Yet it is the attorney who lierally instructs the
barrister, always in the (nets and sometimes in
the law of each case; fov it is held infra dig, in
Ireland and in England {or the barrister to hold
the slirhteet intercourse befure or during a trial
with his client or the witnesses. The attorney
gets all the required information, and hands it
over to him, The burrister's fee i3 only an hono-
rarium—n gilt to which he has no legal claims
(thongh he usunliy makes a point of getting the
fee before he reads a line or atters n word for
his client ), whtle the attorney's Lill 12 one of the
lostitutions of the country, He may sue for it:
it may be faxed, but it must he pald, and he
mfry detain bis client’s papers nntil it 18 paid.

here are now seven hundred barristers in
Ireland, including about one bundred and Gty
who bold virlous judieial and other offices, and
it least as many more who do not practiee at
all.  Of the six hundred who practice, one-hali™®
sttend the cireoits—the thiriy-two Irish conn-
ties being divided into five circuits, and the
assizes are held twice a year in each county,
There are about sixteen hundred practicing at-
torneys in Ireland, nearly double the number
of the barristers, Custom has divided the elass
storney into  solicitors and asttorneys; the
solicitors attending to equity and chamber
practice, and the ntiorney to wist prius and
common law, A wit, who was nsked to slate
the distinetion beiween the solicitor and the
attorney, sarcestically repllied:—* The same

Ireland rejoices in a tull staff of well-puld
judges, The Lord Chancellor has $40,000 n
year, with fees, aud the chances ol |n|ulm.1 all
s male relatiyes inlo some well-paid otfices.
Unlike the English Chapcellor, he has no
church patronage:; the a rfmlntmem ol puisne
indges does not rest \\'!Hn him; wherens the
dnglish Chuneellor nominates all the judicinl
officers except the Vice Chancellor, the Masters
of the Roll, the Lords Justice of Appeals, the
Judge of the Admiralty, and the Chicis ol the
Courts of Queen's Beneh, Common Pleas, and
Exchequer, to all of which the Prime Mimsier
appoints, There Is no Chancellor in Beotland,
When the Irish Chancellor resigns, which
rarély happens, except when there (s a
change of ministry, he is gently solaced with o
life-pension of $20,000 per nopnum, and this
whethier his stay in office has been long or
short. Thus, Mr. George Ponsonby held ollice
in Irelund tor a lew months, in 1806, and when
his purty went out secompanied toem, receiy-
ing this large pension until he died, in 1817,

Sir Edward Sagden, in 1885, was Irish Chan:
cellor for three months, and then refigned on
the pension. In 1841, when the English Whig
Ministry were “‘dead besten,” and eould tind uo
legal sinecure for Sir John Campbell, then At-
torney-General, they actually compelled their
own Iriend, Lord Plunket, to resign the Irish
shancellorship, pensioning him of course, and
appointed Campbell, whose duration of office
was six weeks in time, though all his sittings on
the bench occupied unl_y sixteon hours, during
which h&]mrtly beard four cases, and then re-
tired, obtuining not only the pension, but a paer-
n'fe. He eventually became Chief Justiee, and

nally OChancelior of Epgland, dying in that
office & tew years ugo, It should be added, how-
ever, that any one who has been o judge in any
part of the British empire never can return to
practice at the bar, The pension to a judge,
removed on politienl grounds, is (0 compensate
him for loss of income from his practice as a
lawyer. _

Bo much afraid has the English Government
been of having Irishimen ut the bhead of Irish
affaire, that from Decomber, 1690, until 1780, &
perlod of one hundred years, no native lawyer
wits appointed Chancellor in Ireland. Then
Fiteglbbon, afterward Lord Clare, s man of
undoubted ability, whatever his political inults,
wie the first Irishman who held that oflice,
Qut of ffteen Chancellors appointed since 1789,
the only Irishmen were Plunket, Brady, Black-
burne, and Napler, As n general rule the highest
Judge in Ireland was taken from the English
bur, But while Irish lawyers submitted to this,
English lawyers stendily and successiully re-
sisled any like applicution ot thesame principle,
In 1827, when Mr. Onnning appolnted Plunket,
then the best of Irish lawyers, and perhups
without a superior in equity in any couniry, to
the judicial office of master ol the rollsin Fng-
land, the English bar refused to appear before
him because he was only an Ivish lawyer, and
the appolntment bud to be canceled, An Irish
barrister cannot plead, an Irish nttorney can-
not act, in any English court of law, except
before the House of Lords, which 18 as much
the ultimate Court of Appeal in “ihe old coun-
try" as the Bupreme Court at Washington is {u
the United States. Nay, it was actuslly pro-
posed only twelve years ago that the important
oikes always tried belore the Superior Judges
Poblin should be thenceforth trled in London
—than which, on nccount of the dalay rod ex-

ense, no greater denlal of justics coald possibly
oe contrived. '

In Ireland, besides fhe Chancellor, Muster of
the Rolls, nnd Lord Justice of Appeal, there are
twelve Judges of the Couris of Queen's Bengh,
Common Pleas, and Exchequer, and Judwes of
the Admiralty, Consistorial and Eeclesinstical
Courts, besides a numerous array ol Recoiders,

risters of #ix years' standing, with salnries ave-
raging from $2600 to $4000 n year, ‘‘He liad
felt in hig own exporience,” Mr. Sheilanid, “how
far the recoipt of public money may extinguish
n sensibility to public abuses,” To each county
in lreland he gave a lawyer, whose ostensible
duty was to sdvige the Justioes of the Peaco
siiting on the beneb at Quarter Bessions —mere
b country gentlemen who knew little or nothing
of law, aod sometimee exhibited equal igno-
rance of justice. This official was lrst called
“Assistant Barrister,” becuuse it was supposed
that his business was to assist the couniry
magisirate with b's legnl advice. Now and
then there would be & revoll aguinst this legal
officin) (ns when, in 1825, the Karl of Kiogston
insisted that he, as oldest and geandest mugis-
trute present, and not Assistant Barrister Marl-
ley, should pronounce sentence upon certain
convieted criminals); but in course of time,
when able Inwfrrm were appointed, thelr au-
{hority prevailed—they did the work—they tried
ariminal and civil suits—they became ohairmen
of Quaiter Sessions, by which title they are now
kpown, The eatly designation Assistant Bar-
vister” obtained no popular respect, for the
opulnce understood that it meant an inferior
awyer.

Irish lawyers of the lnst century were proud
of their protession, which was then the only
road for the midale clusses to the highest sia-
tlope in the land; prond of their country, for
in it they were the equals of the highest noble;
seeing In la nobiesse de la robe a dignity higher
than that of the mere accident ol pairician
birth: they were ready, according to the cus-
tom of the time, to back their quarrels on the
fielg, and an active fancy and a ready pen fre-
quently required support trom the quick eye or
the steady band upon the pistol or the rapier,
Almost every lawyer of eminence who at upon
the judicial beneh, or pleaded In the law courts
between 1780 and 1820, had fought at least one
duel, Even parties in lawsuits were accustomed
to the use u_mll the pistol,

An lrish gentlemun, whoe was about being
tricd for & misdemennor, was intormed by the
judge, as the names ol the jury were beiog
enlled over, tha! he might chailenge any of
them for eause, My Lord,” sald he, “I'Nl wait
until the trial is over, and if they give a verdiot
ngainst me 'l chollenge every mother's son of
them.,™

From 1800 {o 1708 a Catholic could not become
a memhber of the Ieish bar. My, 0'Connell, who
had been educnted in France tor the pyiesthood,
wane ope of the earliest gmwong the Catholies to
become a lawyer, when the bar was opened 1o
them. The prolession allorded greal scope Lo
ambition: the prellminary cost of Keeping terms,
two yenrs in Dublin, and two years in London,
wie eo great that the sons of persons with
limited means were seldom able to become lnw-
yers, However, John Scofl, alterwards Chief
Jugtice und Earl of Clonmel, was g poor man's
son, Lelped lorward by a rich merchant in Cork.,
Bury Yelverton, who (old hus mother while yet
m his teens, that be wiched he bad elevenu shirts
more, us every geutlenfsn onght to have a dozen,
reached the bench and the peerage as Viscount
Avonmore. Cwiran, lHterally educated on
charity, nnd ennbled to study the law through
the liberality of his wife's fpther, hoad the greatest
popularity, and the largest practice at the bar
for nearly thirty yesrs, and fpally became
Musier ol the Rolls—an eéquily judge, imme-
dintely next to the Lord Chaneellor.

We can well understar d the pride with which,
when dining with the Prince ot Wales, attor.
wards Georze 1V, and asked what his profession
haa done for him, he answered, It has enabled
the son of an Irish peasant to sit at the table of
his Prince.”

The present Irish bur does not rank as high as
that whieh Ireland wos proud of, and with
ample cause, in that remarkably brilliuntthough
too krief period.  In the days of Louis XV, the
Great Chancellor of France, D'Auessesu, wrote
that the profession of the lawyer was “Nobility
without title, runk without birth, and riches
without an estute.,” This was the truth as
applied to the bar of Ireland inthe lnst century,
and more particularly towards its close, Then
the zown of the lawyer was as honorable as the
ribbon of the noble, and in the provinelal con-
dition ol the country the bar was almost the
only road to distinction, In the twenty yesrs
immedintely precedivg the Usion nearly a dozen
ol the first lnwyeis were rals=ed to the peerage,
Many Intluences combined to load yourg lnw-
yers into Parliament. He who had talent, as
well ag ambition, might renzonably hope, by
such a pathway, to reach preferment and
renown; and if be did n o become a Judge at an
early period, st least to reach scarcely less luera-
tive oflices,

The great poarliamentary debaters om  the
popular side were lawyers, Henry Burgh, who
renched the office of Prime Sergeant, the highest
runk ot the [rish bar, before he was thirty-six,
was one of the most brilllant orators jn the
House of Commons. His haud was liberal, his

fortune Hmited. To him, as t) others, wealth
aud rank must have been powerful temptations
—he plways admitted that they were—but high
above them rose a strong love for Ireland.
When the question of independence was de-
bated, Burgh, though in office, made a poweriul
sy eech in fuvor of his country. The House rose
e masge Lo cheer him, a8 he concluded with nn
allusion 1o the volunteers and said:—**Talk not
to me of peace; Ireland is not in ustaie ol peace;
it 15 smothercd wur., England has sown ber
laws like dragon's teeth, and they have sprung
up srmed men.” He knew the penalty of being
honest, and resigned office; but was too 1llustri-
ous to become obseure, As Grattan said twenty
yeors after the death of Buigh, ‘‘The gales of
promotion were shiut upon him as those of glory
opened.”

Flood, who fought the battle of Irish lode-
pendence so nobly, vntil he accepted & luers-
tive office from the Government, und was one
of the ablest and most persuansive among politi-
cal orators, was a lawyer, though he did not
practice. His great rival, Henry Grattan, was
culled to the bar before he entered Parliament,
and no doubt his legal studies were of ultimate
advautage to ham in disciplining his mind, But
bis heart neyer was in lus profession, In the
first and, we believe, the only eauseé in which
he p.eaded, he was <o consclentious and un-
lawyerlike as, not having gained o verdiet, to
return to his elient one-halt of the fee of tilty
guineas which be had received,. He was the
greatest parliamentary orator lreland ever pro-
duced.

His sehooliellow, Fitzgibbon, who commenced
bis political course as a patriot, was also such
an able lawyer that, during the thirteen years
of his Uhancellorship, very few of his decrees
were teversed upon appea'. He ouelbt to have
been superior to mercenary influences, for his
inherited fortune was large. His personal
courage was greaf, and the contenpt which his
tongue boldly spoke, his weapon as boldly de-
fended.  His pride, which was boundless,
equalled his ambition. He ever aimed at power,
and at oflice, and rank uws the instruments for
getting it. For over twelve years, that is, until
afer the nnion with England was etfected, and
Ireland’s liberties prostrated, he ruled his native
lind with more power than any of the five
viceroys sent thither by the Buglish monarch

and fiopully to the Eul'-clnl ermine and an onrl-
dom, Theie was Barry Yelverton, so lone the
friend and boon companton of Cuorran, und, In-
deed. his townsman. He made hiz way to the
bar through scli-denial, poverty, snd didfienliy.
Natorally convivinl, e never allowed plensure
to unit him for business, -

He was laborious and learned. and though not
master of the logionl argument of Flood, the
by illant antithesis of Gratian, the captivating
ruetorie of Burgh, the malhomatical ressoning
of Plonket, or the fascipating lmagery snd
virien pathos of Curren, he possessed a bold,
nervous, aMuent eloquence of hils own—Afery
and tervid, ns well as weighty and distinel—
which mn(‘ie him & formidable opponent. He
wns fully forty years old before he entered Par-
linment, and at onee breame & powerful aid 1o
Grattan and Flood o their at battle for Irish
independence, In 1783 he listened to overtures
from the Government, who desired fo detach
him from the ’mnulur cavse, and accepted the
office of Chiel Baron of ihe Exchequer, then
vacant by the death of Henry Burgh, He was
prowised a peerage, but had to wait several
years for it,

As o judge he stands sans peur of gans reproohe,
his only fauit being that he would sometimes
srecolve impressions too goon and too strongly.
Thig arote from the quickness ot his pereeption,
but he learned to discipline hig judgment, snd
was deservedly |{(-pulnr, Of his eloguence only
o lew sentences have been preserved, A lawyer
pleading belore him spoke slightingly of the
“Commentaries ol Blackstone," and ﬁe im pres-
sively ecorrected him, "ltlm"kstnnr." he said,
“firét gave to the law the air of seience; he
found 'it a ekeloton, and clothed it with fesh
color, and complexion; he embraced the cold
gtatue, and by his touch 1t grew into Life, sense,
and beauty.”

Currun, who, as as advocate, was surpassed
only by 0'Counell, who was one of the sonnded
lawyers of his time, also had a seat in Parlin-
ment, and fovariably spoke and voted on the
patriotie side; be did more—be followed the
practice of the time und place, and fonght seve-
rul duels. It wos a ﬁahtlng ern—a0 much 80
thot once, during a parlinmentary election, when
the rival candidates had a dispute on the hust-
ings, the High Sherifl politely and obligingly
adiourned the proceedings, while the two gen-
tlemen procecded to an adjncent fiell to ex
change shots, Everywhere he was fearless and
uncompromising. As an orator, wit, und boon
companion his success has rurely, if ever, been
equalled: He had been six years in Parliament,
and had not reached the age ol forty when the
Regency bill came before the House of Com-
mons, Al that period he was a strogeling man,
with expensive associates, and what he nsed to
eall “*a large small family.” He was offered the
Chiet Justiceship of Ireland, with a peerage, if
he would vote with the Government on that
bill. He was not to be boughty he spurned the
bribe, and voted against the Government.

Fitzgibton, who had been ostentatiously antl-
mimeterial up to that period, was also ap-
proached: he swallowed the bait with avidity
wie made Lord Chancellor, with a peerage, and
thenceforth was a diadly foe to [rish Hberty,
Curran is grandly ldentided with the best and
the most =orrowliul years of lrelund’s short-
lived pationality,. He was known, tried, and
trueted by his countrymen, He was the centre
of the flashing wits, the renowned orators, the
brilliant advoeates, the troe patriots of Irelaod,
To use the words of Thomas Davis (who resem-
bled him in mavy pointe), Cutran was “‘a com-
panion unrivaled in sympathy and wit; an ora-
tor, whose thought went forth like winisiers of
nature, with robes of light and swords in their
hands; a patriot, who battled best wheu the
flag was trampled down; und a genuine, carnest
wan, breathing of hie elimale, his country, and
his time.™

Saurin and Plunkett, Bellew and Goold, Egan
and Bushe, Langrnsh and Barrington, with many
others who made the Ivich bar illustrious be-
tween seventy and ecighty years ago, entered
keenly inte political nife, and rushed from the
forom to the Sepate, enger partisans on the side
of the country; and the two first ol these
brought iuto Jlurly debate n concentration of
thought, joined with the subtlest logic and the
most fervid expression, which happy union
mude an eloguence scarcely inferior to that of
Butks in the British Parllament, Sasurin, who
declined the ermine, was  Attornoy-General,
after the union, for many years, and was a
great lawyer, Plunkett, suceessively Attorney-
Genernl, Cbief Justive of the Common Pleas,
und Lord Chancellor, entered the Briiish Honse
of Commons some years after the union which
he g0 yehemently oppoged, and was finally made
Lord Chansellor, with a peerage.

It 18 wuch to his eredit, that, while he was a
law officer of the Crown, he never would sanc-
tion the practice of “‘packing a jury,” which
bad previously been much indulged in on the
part of the Governmenl. For many years he
was one of the most eloquent arguers in the
Britieh Parlinment, and to him, alter the death
of Grattan, was coutided by the Irish Catholics
the difficult championship of thewr cause. An-
other of the men of their time, “when there
were giants in the lard,” was Charles Kendal
Bushie, one of the most accomplished and effect-
ive speakers in the Irsh House of Commons,
endowed with lively and s\lmmuwuut wit, and
also a great luwyer.  He held the office of Chief
Justice from 1822 to 1842, and died in the year
following. We need not proreed lurther with
this catalogue ratgenne—0'Connell, ('Loghlin,
Blackbuine, Letroy, Neith, Doherty, Goola,
Wallace, and others, who belong to thatl memo-
rable time.  Shed) and Phillips bave deseribed
them with spirit snd sceuracy in thelr respec-
sive books, and they merit better than to be
crowded into a paragraph at the close of an
article,

The general impression, not quite unfounded,
ig, that the members of the Irish bar are better
advocates than lawyers, more eloquent than
nrgumentative, and better skilled in cross-ox-
amination then in applyine the great principles
of jurlsprudence. When the leaders of the Irish
bar sat in Parliament, where ornamental rhetorie
was highly estimated, their oratory, thus chas-
tened, was more rationsl and .impressive than
when they addressed a jury. There are now
many liishmen In successful practice at the
FEoglish bar; two are on the bench, Sir James
W]ﬁes and Bir Samuel Marting apd the present
Attorney-General of England, Sir Hugh Cairps,
may probably become Lord Chmneellor, with a
peerage, in the event of the present ndminisira-
tion continuing in office. The consideration of
the interesting question, how does the present
bar of Ireland compare In learning and elo-
quence with that of the pust, we leave to others,
only observing that the honor and independence
of the profession have always been maintained
in Ireland,
